modeled parish hall. The dates are 
Sept. 3-6. The local people as well as 
the workers are looking forward to a 
goodly number of visitors during those 
days. 


For such as may be planning to come 
by car to visit our mission during 
those days we would like to give a lit- 
tle information of how to find Oaks 
as not all highway maps give it. Any- 
one coming in either from the west or 
the east will be traveling Oklahoma 
State Highway No. 33. Oaks is located 
on a county road three miles south of 
this highway, which is 18 miles west of 
the state line of Arkansas.

This is not overcome by 
ern boldness, but by quietly listening to the voice 
e Lord as He speaks to us through our fellow men. 
» Lord of the church speaks to us through the voice 
hour fellow men. It is noteworthy today that the 
mgest spiritual motivating forces do not come from 
pulpits, but they are transmitted from one individual 
another. It is therefore absolutely necessary that the 
‘rch find a way to seek those outside the church. 
Ye have translated this interview from Kristeligt 
rblad, because it gives an idea of the views of a 
at European churchman. It may be that some of us 
_ hardly understand what the bishop says about the 
irch. Yet we believe that it is right that the church 
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over against the world is weak. It must be weak, if 
it is to follow in the footsteps of Christ, that is, weak 
from the world’s point of view. 

The voice of the church is very different from the 
voice of Eisenhower or Churchill. The voice of the 
church is only God’s voice when it speaks the Word of 
God to the situation in which we find ourselves. 

We sometimes think of the church’s prestige. It may 
be prestige in money, activity, or size. But the church 
has only one prestige before God. It must be faithful 
to declare the truth He has revealed. 


THE VOICE OF THE CHURCH 

We have just translated an interview with the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Bishop Berggrav. It is therefore inter- 
esting to hear what a Danish Bishop, who has just 
resigned because of age, has to say. It is the well known 
Grundtvigian bishop, Axel Rosendal, who spoke at a re- 
cent meeting. 

The old Adam has a tendency to conceive of spiritual 
matters as mere wood. The idea of the church councils 
was to create something that should protect the liberty 
of the church. But the church’s only mark of nobility is 
that of the slave. It has a Master, however, not of this 
world. Does any one believe that the church councils, 
12 lay people of each congregation representing the con- 
gregation, can do better than the parliament elected by 
the whole people? After all the church councils are also 
often elected according to the political views of the 
parish. 

But the bishops should be the voice of the church, 
some one says. Well, do you want them to come forward 
unanimously and express the view of the church? How 
is it possible to get nine mature men to present a com- 
mon resolution, if they are to be honest, and we should 
be honest. But during the last war we had Shepherds’ 
Letters from the bishops during the time of the occupa- 
tion. That is right, but this was in a situation of dis- 
tress, where we all had the same desire with respect 
to the big problem before us. We must not expect that 
we should agree today about a rather 
subject . . . Of course I believe there is something that 
may be called the voice of the church. And that voice 
has something to do with saving people. But I have 
never dreamed that the church councils or tI 


sharply limited 


he bishops 
should represent that voice. Nine Christian bishops 
do not weigh any more than nine Christian grocerymen 
or nine Christian tailors. The church has one task: It 
must preach the Word of God. 

The church embraces all of us. It is foolish to think that 
it should lift its voice and tell us how the problem of 
protective tariffs should be handled. It is in the personal 
sphere that the church makes its voice heard. It is 
where the Word of God places us in the responsible 
relation to the social difficulties. The church must not 
be a maker of programs but it is a leaven. Too many 
permit their relation to the church to be too loose. They 
do not show their color. It also seems as if the folk

954 Latin American Lutheran 
Conference Plans Approved by LWF 


Trondheim, Norway—The Executive 
Committee of the Lutheran World 
Federation issued a special appeal to 
Lutherans resettled or resident in Lat- 
in America to “make common cause 
and to engage fully in the task of mak- 
ing Christian witness and giving ev- 
angelical contributions to the life in 
that continent.” 


The appeal was voiced as the execu- 
tive committee, meeting here July 2/- 
August 2, approved policies of the 
LWF Committee on Latin America as 
well as plans for the second Latin 
American [Lutheran conference to be 
held at-Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, at the 
end of July, 1954. 


Plans for this conference had pre- 
viously been announced iby Dr. Stew- 
art W. Herman, director of the Com- 
mittee on Latin America, at a special 
meeting of the committee at Staffan- 
strop, Sweden, July 16-17. 


At that meeting it had also been an- 
nounced that the Latin American con- 
ference would be attended by Bishop 
Hanns Lilje of Hannover, president of 
the LWF, and perhaps by Bishop An- 
ders Nygren of Lund, Sweden, past 
president of the federation, and Bishop 
Johannes Smemo, primate of the 
Church of Norway. 


The conference in Rio will be the 
second to unite all Lutherans in Latin 
America. The first of its kind was 
held in (Curitiba, Brazil, in 1951. 


In his report Dr. Herman said the 
general conference in Rio will be pre- 
ceded by a special three-day meeting 
on securing Lutheran literature in 
Spanish and Portuguese as well as au- 
dio-visual aids for education in evan- 


gelism.

Trondheim, Norway — Appointment 
of a senior representative of Lutheran 
World Service in Latin America was 
announced at the Lutheran World Fed- 
eration’s executive meeting here, July 
27 - August 2. 

Chosen for the new post was Mr. 
Arne Fjellbu, Jr., son of the Bishop of 
Trondheim. 

(His chief responsibility will be to 
organize reception and resettlement of 
European refugees in Latin American 
countries, especially in Argentina, Bra- 
zil, and Chile, in cooperation with local 
Lutheran churches. 

The young Norwegian, who for the 
past years served on the (Lutheran 
World Federation Service to Refugees 
and the Lutheran World Service staffs 
in Germany, is expected to set up his 
new headquarters in Buenos Aires, Ar- 
gentina, early this autumn.

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The Meeting That Failed 


That hymn has seen a lot of history. 
General Stuart, gallant Confederate 
cavalry leader, sang it as he died in 
the battle of Richmond. ‘Prince Al- 
bert, consort of Queen Victoria, re- 
peated it on his deathbed, adding the 
famous words: “If in this hour I had 
only my worldly honors and dignities 
to depend upon, I should be poor in- 
deed.” 


From the smoke and din of many bat- 
tlefields, from the sorrow and suffer- 
ing of countless sick-beds, from the 
heights and depths of blessed experi- 
ences have come stories of comfort, 
strength, and joy derived from this 
hymn: 


ROCK OF AGES 


“Rock of Ages, cleft for me, 

Let me hide myself in Thee; 

Let the water and the blood, 

From Thy riven side which flowed, 
Be of sin the double cure, 

Save from wrath and make me pure. 


“Not the labor of my hands 
Can fulfill Thy law’s demands; 
Could my zeal no respite know, 
Could my tears forever flow, 
All for sin could not atone; 

Thou must save, and Thou alone. 


“Nothing in my hand I bring, 
Simply to Thy cross I cling;

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peopie and the HOSPITAL served as 
the only general hospital in Colorado 
east of Denver. Again after the last 
war a change has taken place. Many 
small community hospitals have been 
built to serve the field. At the same 
time increasing numbers of chronic 
sick and ‘bedridden aged people have 
appealed for help, such that no hospi- 
tal can take in, and they cannot be 
helped in homes of relatives where ev- 
erybody are bread-earners. 

True to its calling Eben-Ezer has 
opened its doors for such that nobody 
else can help. We care for 85 helpless 
people and others are kept waiting for 
lack of room and workers. It takes a 
large staff to serve them, dress and 
feed them and nurse them day and 
night in three shifts. It is a costly 
ministry and has taxed our resources 


Maybe you could not say that Gus 
“set the world on fire,” but he—Au- 
gustus Montague Toplady—has touched 
more people than any poet, scholar, 
king, or preacher of history. 


Toplady was a bitter doctrinal op- 
ponent of the illustrious brothers, 
John and ‘Charles Wesley. While 
much of their difference was due to 
misunderstanding of the other’s view- 
point, nevertheless many harsh words 
flew from their prolific pens. It is in- 
teresting to note that this beloved 
hymn was a direct outgrowth of their 
controversies. He had an idea that 
Wesley taught that sinners could atone 
in part for their own wrongdoings. 


As part of this remarkable discus- 
sion, he included a poem entitled, “A 
Living and Dying Prayer for the Holi- 
est Believer in the World.” ‘The title 
was later shortened—fortunately—to 
“Rock of Ages!” 


Tradition tells us that Toplady wrote 
the hymn while taking shelter in a 
cave during a violent thunderstorm. 
That rock, located near Bristol, Eng- 
land, at Burrington Coombs, is the 
center of an annual celebration on No- 
vember 4, Toplady’s birthday. 


The ‘Scriptural basis of the hymn 
may be found in the cleft of the rock 
of Exodus 33:22; the interpretation of 
the rock, I Corinthians 10:4, and the 
story of the crucifixion, John 19:34. 


The stanzas of the hymn have been 
dissected to the last word by critics of 
several generations, and all manner 
of literary defects have been exposed. 
Yet for over a century and a half, in a 
dozen languages, in every part of the 
world, people of all classes have per- 
sisted in singing its simple yet pro- 
found message.
